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Whaling Meet 
Ends Without 
Accord; New 


Try Slated 


The West's four whaling na- 
tions pinned their hopes today 
on their conference in London 
as they studied the failure of 
their conference here to reach 
agreement on quotas for the 
1959-60 Antarctic season. 


The crucial four-day confer- 
ence here was expected to be a 
last-ditch effort to iron out dif- 
ferences on how 12,000 blue 
whaling units would be divided 
among the four nations. 


Though no ent was 
reached on the quotas, the dele- 
gates from ~~ Britain, Nor- 
way and the Netherlands agreed 
to meet again in London next 
month before the annual meet- 
ing of the International Whaling 
Commission. 


After Friday's final meetings 
and in the communique report- 
ing that no agreement had been 
reached, the conferees reported 
hopefully that their differences 
had been “considerably narrow- 
ed.” But the delegates also ad- 
mitted freely afterward that 
many difficulties still remained. 


Japanese whaling sources 
said that they do not expect 
that the four nations and Rus- 
sia to go all out because of the 
failure of the just concluded 
agreement since whaling re- 
sources in the southern , 
region already are decreasing. 


Conference sources disclosed 
after yesterday's meetings that 
during the final stages Japan 
with six fleets was demanding 
4,900 units, the Netherlands 
1,200, and Britain with three 
fleets 2,200 units. 

Gunnar Jahn, chairman of the 
Norwegian delegation said he 
on his “own responsibility” pro- 
posed reducing Norway's catch 
to 4,850 units. 

“If it were possible to reach 
agreement on 12,000, then it 
would have been necessary for 
the other countries to lower 


Japan, Norway and the 
Netherlands alfeady have serv- 
ed notice that they will leave 
the International Whaling Con- 
vention, which has restricted 
Antarctic catches since 1946, if 
an agreement is not reached by 
the June 30 deadline. 

Though all the conferees 
seemed agreed that their nations 
would not go allout after the 
whales if the convention lapsed, 
they also expressed fears of de- 
pletion in Antarctic whaling re- 
sources. 

The reaction voiced by Dutch 
delegation leader Dr. G. J. 
Lienesch perhaps reflected the 
views of all. 

He sadi, “If we cannot agree 
on limits now, it is our duty in 
the interests of human kind to 
find another way out, and that 
takes some time.’’ 


London Gloomy 


LONDON (UPI)—Whaling 
sources here were gloomy over 
the failure of the Tokyo con- 
ference to settle the quota prob- 
lem which threatens to throw 
international whaling open to 
unlimitéd killing next season. 


There was also mceern over 
ble Russian reaction to the 
kdown. 


The one ray of hope visible 
here was Gunnar Jahn’'s state- 
ment in Tokyo that the whaling 
countries might set an arbitra- 
ry limit on their whalers if no 
agteement is reached. 


Russia’s long-range plans to

city led to the series of con- 
ferences on quotas, At the first 
meeting in London last year, 
Russia accepted an allocation 
of 3,000 of the annual 15,000 
blue whale units, and agreed to 
restrict her whale factory ship 
construction program. 


Japan Faces Claims 
From Pacific Isles 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—A UN. mission reported 
Thursday that the people of the 
U.S. administered trust territory 
of the Pacific continue their deep 
concern over the question of 
claims against Japan arising 
from losses suffered in lives and 
property during World War Il. 

The mission made the state- 
ment in a report submitted to 
the U.N. Economic and Social! 
Council following a visit in the 
territory, formerly a Japanese 

ion, Feb. 10 to March 10. 

“The claims rise out of con- 
‘ditions over which they had no 
control and as a result of which 
they suffered considerable hard- 
ship, and the status of their ter- 
ritory under the trusteeship sys- 
tem did not enable them to ne 
gotiate on their own behalf any 
claims a g out of the war,” 
the report said. 


It noted that for these rea- 
sons a 1956 visiting mission felt 
strongly that every effort should 
be made by the administering 
authority .to reach a settlement 
of this problem at the earliest 
possible moment. 

“The present mission noted 
that this question remained un- 
resolved, and was informed by 
the high commission that this 
matter was outside his compe- 
tence to resolve,” the report 
adde i. 

“In view of the continued con- 
cern over this question by the 
people of the territory, the mis- 


sion strongly urges the admin- 
istering authority to take a 
prompt and definite decision on 
its policy in this matter and 
inform the people of the terri- 
tory accordingly.” 

In another issue related to 
Japan, the mission said it was 
gratified to learn that the ques- 
tion of claims for the redemp- 
tion of Japanese postal savings 
and bonds, which had been the 
subject of many complaints in 
the past, “is now in the final 
stages of settlement.” 

The report gaid that as of 
Dec. 31, 1958, it was estimated 
that v5 per cent of all outstand- 
ing claims had been paid, at the 
rate o* ¥360 to the dollar. The 
mission said it was informed 
that 1,461 claims totaling 
$2,332 had been settled and that 
in nearly all cases very small 
sums, few exceeding $50, had 
been ‘nvolved. 

The mission also noted that 
on the question of return of 
Japanese nationals to the terri- 
tory, in the early years nega- 
tive decisions had been given 
and to permits were granted. 

But the mission said that in 
recen* years several requests 
had been considered and in 
some cases permission was 
granted for return of ns. 
in question. The mission said it 
suggested to the people of Pele-

Three Killed 
In Commuter 
Riot Near Rio 
RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 


many reported wounded Friday 
when police fired on rioting 


commuters who burned the 
ferry station. 
Thousands of commuters, 


stranded by a sudden ferry boat 
strike, set fire to the ferry sta- 
tion which burned to the 
ground. 

They were among the thou- 
sands who live in Niteroi, across 
the harbor from Rio, and come 
to work daily on a fleet of ferry- 
boats. When they arrived at 
the Niteroi ferry station and 
found no boats running the riot- 
ing started. At least 50 persons 
were reported slightly injured. 

Vicious fighting quickly 
spread throughout the town of 
Niteroi, a city of some 200,000, 
Business houses slammed down 
steel shutters in front of their 
stores and traffic halted quickly 
as drivers sought shelter. . 

Brazilian marines armed with 
rifies tried to help police main- 
tain order on the water front, 
Niteroi is the site of a major 
ship repair yard and there are 
naval installations and forts on 
islands in the harbor off the 
city. 

The mob, originally angry be- 
cause of the lack of ferryboats, 
was further incensed by the 
fight with police and’ armed 
ferry station guards and spread 
into the town. Telephone 
service within Niteroi and 
across the harbor with Rio 
three miles away was disrupted. 

Three hours after the fighting 
started it was reported com- 
pletely out of hand and getting 
worse. 

The navy pulled its marines 
out of the battle and left police 
to deal with the situation. The 
Niteroi city police were rein- 
forced by the tough red-capped 
riot squads of the Federal Pol- 
ice, sent from Rio across the 
bay to the battle scene.

North Korea called on the 
Seoul Government to the south 
yesterday to make Panmunjom, 
Chulwon or “any other areas” 
places of “free travel” so Ko- 
reans of both sides of the divid- 
ed nation can meet. 

The proposal was made in an 
official Pyongyang Government 
statement which was broadcast 
last night by the North Korean 
Central News Agency. 

“The Government of the Re- 
public (of North Korea) pre 
poses to the South Korean au- 
thorities to designate, to begin 
with, Panmunjom, Chulwon or 
any areas agreed upon by both 
sides as places of free travel.” 

“We are always keeping the 
door open for all the peoples 
who want free travel and will 
fully ensure their personal safe- 
ty and facilities” the statement 
added.

NAHA, Okinawa (AP)—An 
American military spokesman 
said here Friday that recently 
approved technical changes in 
the Okinawan penal code do not 
alter the death penalty which 
has always been in effect for 
‘such acts as espionage, sabotage 
and sedition. 

The changes, to become effec- 
tive June 5, are incorporated in 
a new ordinance signed May 13 
by Ryukyu High Commissioner 
Lt. Gen. Donald P. Booth 

The spokesman explained the 
ordinance “remedies several 
omissions, makes a number of 
technical changes, including a 
number of more realistic penal- 
tiés with fines expressed in 
dollars, and clearly specifies and 
enlarges the rights of the ac- 
cused.” 

While not altering the death 
penalty, the spokesman said it 
narrows the scope of the penal- 
ty through different wording. 

The new code says, for exam- 
ple, “any person who commits 
an act or acts of espionage, sabo- 
tage or sedition in the employ 
of or in the interest of any for- 
eign country, nation or govern- 
ment or any agent, agency or re- 
presentative thereof, may, upon 
conviction, be punished . by 
death or other such punishment 
as the United States civil admi- 
nistration may order.”

threats to the world,” Nye said

He was speaking at a fra 
al organization convention. 

America’s problems began, 
Nye said, when the U.S. depart- 
ed from President Washington's 
policy of avoiding foreign en- 
tanglements and entered the 
first world war. 

“Billions of dollars and many 
American lives later we ‘won’ 
(World War II) only to find 
that the Communists, whom we 
had helped so much, had stir- 
re. up another costly one for 
us to deal with ... in Korea.”

The hospital revenue, how- 
ever, is steadily on the decline 
due to the rapid development 
of new TB drugs and the mush- 
rooming of other similar serv- 
ices. In addition, its BCG manu- 
facturing service has been de 
tached and placed under a new 
company. 

As its costly research and 
public relaticns activities have 
to be maintained, various steps 
have been attempted to increase 
revenue, including an intensified 
fund raising campaign through 
the sale of society seals. These 
efforts, however, have been un- 
availing and a dire lack of suffi- 


cient funds persists. 


System Seen

The Supreme Court yesterday 
ordered the retrial of two cases 
after rejecting the original de- 
cisions handed down by lower 
courts. 


In the first case, it ordered 
the retrial of an Osaka pickles 
dealer who had been convicted 
by a lower court for allegedly 
pi the Salt Monopoly 

w. 


It said the case should be re- 
tried because there were doubts 
that the Osaka Higher Court had 
fully understood the facts in- 
volved in the case. 

Choichi Tamura, 45-year-old 
pickles dealer, was sentenced to 
pay a fine of ¥18,000 by the 
Osaka Summary Court in De- 
cember’ 1957 for refining and 
selling 17 tons of waste salt, 
which he had obtained from the 
Nippon Suisan Co., although he 
was not a designated dealer. 

The court said that the waste 
salt had not been sold officially 
to Nippon Suisan by the Japan 
Monopoly Corporation. . 

Tamura appealed to the Osaka 
Higher Court, saying that he 
had bought the salt as “fertili- 
zer.” The appeal was rejected. 

Tamura appealed to the Su-

the salt had been obtained by 
Nippon Suisan on ‘a formal con- 
tract with the Monopoly Cor- 
poration, 
Meanwhile, the Supreme Court 
yesterday annuled another judg- 
ment handed down by the 
Osaka Higher Court, which had 
been appealed by the defen- 
dant on the ground that the de- 
cision was signed by a judge 
who did not attend the trial, A 
retrial was ordered. =

Frick Opens Door 


For 3rd Major Loop 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI)— 
The Major Leagues said Thurs- 
day they would “favorably con- 
sider” applications for a third 
major league if the eight clubs 
could meet certain qualifica- 
tions. 

Baseball Commissioner Ford 
C. Frick said there ‘was no plan 
to expand the present Major 
Leagues.

Hirasawa, who arrived in 
Munich from Rome Thursday, 
morning, said Tokyo had the 
advantage of having already 
practically all the sports accom- 
modations required to stage the 
Games. 

“But we are not content. We 
— going to improve them,” he 
said. 

For example, the Tokyo swim- 
ming facilities were better than 
those in Rome since the city 
had already two pools up to 
Olympic standards and it was 
planned to build a third for the 
Games. 

Dr. Azuma said he was placed 
in ay embarrassing position as 
a member of the IOC since he 
was buth governor of Tokyo and 
had for years been campaigning 
for Olympic Games there. He 
said the leader of the delegation 
which was to urge Tokyo's 
claim before the IOC was there- 
fore Seiichiro Yasui, his prede- 
cessor as governor of Tokyo. 

Hirasawa said the main sta- 
dium in Tokyo in which the 
Third Asian Games were staged 
in May of last year would be 
extended to seat some 100,000 
instead of 70,000.

“AS a pise to cope with this, 
I would like to see hitherto un- 
known fresh talent in the coun- 
try scouted and have them go 
through intensive training.

My plan would 
be to give these scouted per- 
sons the status of public offi-

These smaller pottery enter- 
prises are opposed to the im- 
port of Japanese pottery and 
may appeal to the Tariff Com- 
mission for a raise in import 
tariffs. 

2. There is need for Japanese 
makers to see that the per-set 
retail price of Japanese pottery 
in the United States is main- 
tained at $59.50. 

3. Japanese makers should 
also not to try to sell cheap 
and low grade products to 
hotels, restaurants or chain- 
stores, the largest buyers of 
American-made products. They 
should try instead to sell their 
goods to ordinary households. 

4. It may be advisable for 
Japanese makers to adopt a 
joint sales system with Amer- 
ican makers and importers or 
export half-finished pottery to 
maintain a certain price level.

The phenomenal economic de- 
velopment and changes in post- 
war have caused a revolution in 
Japanese consumption in the 
broad sense which is affecting 
the living and thinking of the 
people in no uncertain terms. 

Big changes both as to variety 
and volume are taking place in 
consumer goods production and 
marketing, particularly of dura- 
ble consumer goods. 

The super marketing idea im- 
ported from America is here to 
stay. And mass public relations 
through the intensified use of 
all modern mass communication 
media including television, ra- 
dio and the press are reaching 
the nooks and corners of all 
Japan. Department stores are 
establishing super chains in the 
outskirts of cities. 

The super marketing methods 
including on-the-cuff sales are 
picking into the wallets of eager 
consumers who are induced into 
buying luxuries and superfluous 
paraphernalia. Consumer tastes 
and wants are being exploited 
psychologically to a high pitch. 

And this is functioning as a 
big business propping factor. 
In fact the recession did not 
get any worse and was checked 
rather early because of the 
firm consumer demand. And 
consumer demand and spending 
are persisting and growing 
from ris income and wages 
influenced by expanding produc- 
tion, longer working hours and 
more employment including 
temporary workers. 

The consumption eet re 
is aimed mostly at arousing de- 
mand for durable consumer 
goods. This has revolutionized 
the livelihood and thinking of 
the Japanese. Consumer goods 
never within the reach of the 
ordinary salaried worker or 
farmer are now within the 
reach of many and spreading. 
To name only a few, they are; 
electric fans, cameras, high 
class radio and hi-fi sets, rec 
ord players, television, electric 
and ranges, washing 
machines, electric rice cookers, 
refrigerators, scooters, motor 
cycles, vacuum cleaners, fluores- 
cent lighting and many other 
appliances. And for the few, 
even automobiles. 

Moreover, changes are tak- 
ing place in food and clothing 
habits. Things traditionally 
Japanese are giving way more 
and more to things Western, 

All Japanese are being affect- 
ed in varying degrees and forms 
including the farm population. 
One notes that people are be- 
ing made to think and act in 
terms of these consumer goods. 
They are adjusting themselves 
to what is being produced. They 
are being influenced rather than 
influencing. Balance is being 
lost and people are rushing or 
are being rushed to the novel- 
ties and conveniences without 
much thinking or planning. As 
proper mental and physical ad- 


justments are wanting, malad- 
justments are appearing. Youth 
is at the center of this 
consumption trend, being very 
sensitive, stimulative, daring 
and fond of the fast and sensu- 
ous life. 

The consumption revolution 
is in turn revolutionizing the 
philosophy of living. A new 
type of Japanese is in the mak- 
ing, but no one yet is aware 
just what or where it is head- 
ing. There is much tension, 
breakup of home and family 
life and delinquency. Psycho- 
neurotic and psychopathic cases 
are growing. 

What about education and 
the moral and religious forces 
as counterbalancing influences? 
But education itself is fast be- 
coming an instrument of the 
current philosophy, that of pre- 
paring for security and enjoy- 
ment of the “better and high- 
er” consumption. Scholarship 
and research are secondary to 
means of getting secure and

promising jobs. In fact, the 
graduate schools are obstacles 
to obtaining “good” jobs. There 
is a mad rush to the “prestige” 
and “big name” schools for 
“prestige” in later life, 

The moral and ethical forces 
are largely negative and tend 
to look inward and backward 
rather than outward and for- 
ward. Hence they are largely 
ignored and neglected, and ca- 
rd mostly to the “marginal” 

e, 

But for the consumption rev- 
olution to really tie up to na- 
tional prosperity and sound liv- 
ing, it must be counterbalanc- 
e. or guided by a moral and 
ethical philosophy that would 
lead io the “good” life.

Mr. Khrushchev declared that Soviet Russia would 
not have agreed to participate in the foreign ministers con- 
ference if it did not think it would be crowned with success. 


But he does not explain how,

real reason why the Soviet side has rejected Western pro- 

' posals is because they would lead to the reunification of 

Germany and Moscow does not really desire that reunifica- 
tion? 


Again, Mr. Khrushchev declared that his American

Even Mf there were no such thing as further Communist 
expansion in Moscow's mind, it is only too evident that the 
maintenance of the present Red empire is being carried out 
with ruthless disregard for the feelings of subject peoples. 
The Iron Curtain closes down halfway across Europe and 
includes the eastern half of Germany because Moscow be- 
lieves this is essential to the maintenance of its political 
and military power and the acquiescence of the East 
European satellites in its overlordship. 


The Western powers are asking at Geneva for freedom 
from Red rule of 17 million East Germans, but Moscow 
gives them an emphatic denial because it thinks its own 
interests will suffer if these Germans are permitted to be- 
come part of a democratic nation with free institutions. 
The Western powers have offered Soviet Russia global 
troop cuts and security arrangements in Europe as part 
of their plan, but these make no appeal to the Russians 
because such proposals could not be used to enhance their 
prestige within the Communist bloc and to serve to streng- 
then that instrument of Soviet imperialism. 

It now appears that Mr. Khrushchev will be abroad on 
May 27, the expiry date of the original Soviet deadline for 
changing the status of Berlin. He is leaving Moscow for a 
two-week visit to Albania next Monday, and it will be in- 
teresting to learn what he will have to say. 


Mr. Khrushchev has declared on several occasions that 
the May 27 deadline did not represent an ultimatum and 
it could pass without incident if the negotiations were pro- 
ceeding satisfactorily on the Berlin situation. Nevertheless, 
Mr. Gromyko has told U.S. Secretary of State Herter that 
the Russians might insist on the original deadline if the 

ministers conference made no headway. | 
@ think it extremely probable, howéver, that thé date 
will be allowed to pass without any special comment, not 
because the Russians are actually backing down on their 
threat to take unilateral action but because we think they 
believe they can still make some capital out of the Geneva 


talks.

The reason for Moscow’s action in fixing this date, an 
action which caused such a flutter in the Western dovecotes, 
is still being debated. But it seems likely to have been in 
order to stimulate the leaders of the East German Red 
regime who were greatly disappointed over not being able 
to secure wider recognition for their “Democratic Republic,” 
and fearful of a popular movement against their authority. 

While the crucial date may be allowed to pass, we see 
no signs of the Soviet side weakening on the Berlin issue 
or on any other aspect of the negotiations that directly con- 


cerns East Germany. 


If the Geneva conference has proved nothing else, it 
has shown that the main bone of contention is the mainten- 
ance of the East German Red regime as a political entity. 
Any comforting words uttered by Mr. Khrushchev or his 
subordinates from time to time must, we believe, be under- 
stood against this background. ' 

If the background reduces them to meaninglessness, it 
simply serves to reveal the true situation—a situation from 
which there seems to be no escape under present circum- 


stances.

ence. 

Some Japanese felt scandaliz- 
ed when Prime Minister Kishi 
and then Education Minister To 
"Matsunaga paid personal trib- 
utes to the late Joseil Toda, the 
second leader of Soka Gakkai, 
at his funeral in Tokyo on April 
20, 1958. 

Bowed to Votes 

The two ministers were of 
course no followers of Toda. 
Re on their personal 
visit to the funeral, newspapers 
said they bowed to some two 
million votes behind the altar. 

Some of these votes sent all 
76 of the Gakkai candidates into 
the 23 town assemblies of To- 
kyo on April 30, this year. In 
the elections for other town as- 
semblies throughout the nation, 
only 26 failed of the 287 Gak- 
kai candidates. 

On the prefectural assembly 
level, the outcome has not been 
so favorable, because the num- 
ber of votes required for suc- 
cess ts larger than on the town 
assembly level.

Instead, Soka Gakkai is 
much concerned about poverty, 
disease and other difficulties 
and the relief given to those 
who follow the right faith of 
the society. The Seikyo Shim- 
bun, eight-page weekly organ of 
Soka Gakkai, features almost in 
every issue a story of miracu- 
lous cure or success experienc- 
ed by Gakkai members. 


Some sample stories, quoted 
at random,*are “cancer of the 
breast overcome” (May 8), 
“inventor rewarded with a 
patent after six years’ religi- 
ous devotion” (May 15), “infan- 
tile paralysis cured” (May 1) 
and so forth.

BIBLIOGRAPHY OF ASIAN 
STUDIES. Published by Journal 
of Asian Studies, Howard P. 
Linton, Editor, §2. 


The Journal of Asian Studies 
is an excellent quarterly which 
comes out five times a year. 
The mysterious “Fifth Quarter” 
is this annual bibliography. 
Issued late in the year following, 
this issue, delayed in transit, 
covers 1957. 


Bibliographies on Asia or 
thereof are not uncom- 


thorough except for its coverage. 
Asia, I had always thought, was 
bounded on the West by the 
Suez Isthmus, Mediterranean 
Sea, Dardanelles and the Ural 
Mountains. The Association for 
Asian Studies and their editor, 
Haward P. Linton, have a new 
definition for they place the 
western frontiers of Asia at the 
Khyber Pass, including Pakis- 
tan, Tibet and Mongolia as the 
westernmost ramparts. 
Admittedly the editors have 
taken on themselves a hercu- 
lean task and must be permitted 
some arbitrary paring down. 
The Arabic countries form a 
neat clump; they are oriented 
more westerly than East and to 
include them would really call 
for inclusion of North Africa. 
Turkey, being quite insular to- 
day and having its closest con- 
nections with the Arab states it 
formerly ruled, might also be 
excluded. Central Asia seems 
adequately covered, the small- 
ness of its bibliography point- 
ing out rather the lack of study 


Reparations Agreement 
It has been made public that 
Burma ‘called upon Japan to 
review the war indemnities 
between the two 
countries. Since Japan promis- 
ed to grant such a review at 
the time the reparations agree- 
ment was concluded, 
have always expected that such 
a demand might come from the 
Burmese side at any time. it 
is also natural that Burma 
should make such a demand 
since Japan has concluded a re- 
tions agreement with South 
he last nation to 
claim war reparations. It should 
be remembered that, although 
Burma was not a party to the 
San Francisco Peace Treaty, it 
permitted this country to set 
up a consulate general in Ran- 
goon with Japan's nd- 
ence, paving the way for Japan 
to mormalize relations with 
other nations. Moreover, Burma 
was willing to accept a repara- 
tions agreement with this coun- 
try as early as in 19654, while 
reparations talks with other 
countries were having difficult 
sailing. This is the reason why 
Japan was ready to attach a 


review provision to the repara-- 


tions agreement only with that 
country.—Sankei Shimbun

Though the bibliography page 
count dropped from 266 in 1957 
to 154 in 1958, the actual editor- 
ial content drop was about 10 
per cent. The 1957 issue (list- 
ing 1956 bibliographic items) 
devotes 32 pages to Japan with 
some 950 items; 1958’s listing of 
17 pages shows only 694 items 
published on Japan during 1957. 

India (Bharat) saw a gain of 
some 50-60 per cent but still oc- 
cupies less space than one 
would expect considering the 
very active English publishing 
industry and oversupply of 
liberal arts scholars—but one 
must also take into considera- 
tion the utter anarchy of that 
industry, the total lack of in- 
formation, the shortsightedness 
of India’s usually short-lived 
publishers, and you will also be- 
gin to appreciate the immensity 
of the task faced by this biblio- 
graphic annual. 


Perhaps the improved type- 
setting will make the paper

appeal to. The ads in the paper, 
for instance, offer jobs to 
jaundrymen, apprentice carpen- 
ters, factory hands,. milkmen, 
printer’s devils, maids, waitres- 
ses and so on. 

Middle-aged women who find 
themselves in an “unhappy” 
home are also potential support- 
ers of new religions. Many of 
them feel as if there is no hope 
in life ahead. 

The Book of Purgation is ap- 
parently written for the under- 
standing of those people. It is 
hard to seek some coherent 
theories or doctrines in this 
book, which is a hodgepodge 
of Buddhist doctrines and some 
fragmentary scientific informa- 
tion. 

But Soka Gakkai claims that 
it has “many intellectuals” 
among its followers and it takes 
pride in the fact that its lead- 
ers Were once educators. Its 
first leader was the late Tsune- 
saburo Makiguchi, ex-school- 
teacher, who organized the 
Soka Kyoiku Gakkai (Value 
Creation Educational Society) 
and gained some 3,000 members, 
mostly primary schoolteachers, 
by the time of the police inter- 
vention in 1943. 


Secret of Success 


His friend Josei Toda, also an 
ex-teacher, became the second 
leader in 1951 after Makiguchi 
died in detention. Toda, who 
is also now dead, made Soka 
Gakkai what it is. 

They liked to call their or- 
ganization an Academic Society 
and they appointed “professors, 
associate professors and lectur- 
ers.” Some observers noted 
that these titles were appealing 
to those followers who feel in- 
ferior in educational  back- 
ground. 

Gakkai'’s secret of success lies, 
however, rather in its militant 
method of proselytizing. Shaku- 
buku, though translated here as 
“purgation,” literally means to 
“break and subdue” evils and 
make straight the right teach- 
ing of Buddha. 

When this word is applied to 
other religions, jt assumes a4 
highly aggressive meaning. 
other religions are evil. The 
Book of Purgation teaches 
Gakkai followers how to deal 
with other religions. Chapter 
six of the book tries to “expose” 
other religions one by one. 

The most virulent attack, 
however, is directed against the 
Nichiren Shoshu sect of Bud- 
dhism, which shares with Soka 
Gakkai the tradition from Nichi- 
ren Shonin, a great militant 
Buddhist reformer of the 13th 
century. 


Latent Danger 

Soka Gakkai, which is an or- 
ganization attached to the Great 
Stone Temple in Shizuoka Pre- 
fecture, claims that its rival sect 
Nichiren Shoshu of the Eternal 
Temple in Yamanashi Prefec- 
ture is preaching a phony reli- 
gion and misguiding the people. 

What is called the Three 


Great Mysteries is quoted as evi« . 


dence of orthodoxy. Here, only 
one of the mysteries may be of 
interest to readers. That is the 
prophesy attributed to Nichiren 
that his followers will some day 
establish a magnificent ordina- 
tion platform with national sup- 
port. This is the goal of their 
aggressive proselytizing. 

Soka Gakkai’s method of pro- 
selytizing is notable not only 
for its aggressiveness but also 
for its self-sustaining effect. 
When a poor, frustrated man is 
alone, he is miserable. But if 
he tries to help, reform or con- 
vert his neighbor, he can pull 
himself up, not just the neigh- 
bor. Like Alcoholics Anony- 
mous, this formula works also 
in religion. 

The spectacular election vic- 
tory won by Soka Gakkai elicit- 
ed a comment that it was a new 
form of fascism. This comment 
of Soichi Oya, well-known jour- 
nalist, seems to be somewhat 
exaggerated. But it warns us 
of the danger of complacency. 
It is good to remember that in- 
difference, contempt and com- 
placency permitted fascism to 
gain ascendancy.

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Nasser’s Revelations 


| On USSR Nonintervention, Elections 


By JOHN A. KENNEDY 


John A. Kennedy, publisher- 
editor in chief of the Sioux Falls 
Argus Leader (South Dakota), 
interviewed United Arab Re- 
public President Nasser. This is 
his story as released to the As- 
sociated Press. Editor. 


CAIRO (AP)—President Nas- 
ser said last week Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita Khrushchev has 
given him renewed assurances 


of nonintervention in Arab aif- 
fairs. 


The United Arab Republic 
President revealed this in a two- 
hour interview at his home. 


Asked if he considered these 
assurances convincing on the 
basis of Soviet performance, 
Nasser replied, “We will see.” 

He expressed hope the Bertin 
and German problem “must be 
solved by peaceful means.” 

The UAR President, in an- 
swer to a question, replied he 
would welcome a visit from Vice 
President Nixon en route to or 
from the opening of the Amoer- 
ican exhibition in Moscow next 
month. 

Nasser also revealed he inten- 
ed to hold parliamentary elec- 
tions in the UAR betWeen six 
months and a year from now. 
This was the first time Nasser 
publicly announced the election 
time that specifically. 

He indicated his revolution 
had passed through the pre- 
liminary social and ecbnomic 
development phase and now the 
time was coming for political 
evolution. 

Nasser revealed Khrushchev's 
promise of nonintervention in 
response to the question: “Has 
Khrushchev given you any re- 
newed assurances of noninter- 
vention in Arab affairs?” 

The President responded 
“yes,” but did not elaborate. 

Wearing, a white sport shirt 
which he proudly told me was 
made from Egyptian long sta- 
ple cotton, the President receiv- 
ed me in the study of his home 
in a Cairo suburb. 

My interview was the climax 
of a 27,000-mile trip my wife 
and I had taken through the 
awakening countries of all sec- 
tions of Africa. 

When I asked Nasser about 
the Berlin problem he replied 
“We all hope that it can be 
solved by peaceful means. It 
must be solved by peaceful 
means. Any other solution is 
preposterous. From my own 
visits in the destroyed cities of 
Russia and Eastern Europe, 
now pretty well rebuilt from 
the devastation of World War II, 
I am sure no one of these peo- 
ples would follow a leader who 
advocated or precipitated war 
...--Everywhere I went in East- 
ern Europe they told me they 
did not want any part in war.” 

I pointed out Nixon was visit- 
ing Moscow next month to open 
the American exhibit there and 
asked if he would welcome a 
UAR visit by Nixon either on 
his way to Moscow or return- 
ing home. — 

The President said he would 
welcome a visit by Nixon but 
added “such a visit might pro- 
voke propaganda by Arab Com- 
munists that there was a plot 
between the United States and 
the UAR. Even so, we would 
welcome such a visit.” 

Speaking of the parliament- 


ary elections, Nasser said he en- ; 


visaged a political system for 
the UAR of a mixture of the 
American and British systems. 
He said he wanted a Cabinet 
responsible to an elected parlia- 
ment but he wants the Presi- 
dent elected by the people. 

I told Nasser an Arab student 
in Sioux Falls once said the 
United Statés was the chief 
trouble maker in the Mideast, 
and asked if he shared that 
opinion. 

“Well, there is the TEisen- 
hower Doctrine in which you 
supported some Arab  coun- 
tries against others and that re- 
sulted in considerable trouble,” 
the President answered. “My 
advice is, don’t try to pressure 
All these small countries 
with rising nationalism can 
best work out things in their 
own way.” — 

Nasser said he welcomed 
American private investment in 
Egypt and believed his Govern- 
ment offered adequate  safe- 
guards for the protection of 
capital invested here. He said 
there had been some private 


capital investment here and he 
welcomed more. 


As to American Government 
help, Nasser pointed out the 
UAR_ needs, to complete its five- 
year development program, 
£300 million ($840 million), of 
which half was needed in for- 
eign exchange. 


“We will take that money 
from anywhere we can get it,” 
Nasser said. “But we won't ac 
cept help if it has political 
strings attached. We won't sell 
our freedom for any amount of 
money.” 

Nasser reiterated his deter- 
mination to keep his coun 
neutral and nonaligned wit 
any bloc. 

Nasser reminded me that he 
had taught history in Egypt's 
Staff College and had read copi- 
ously of the American Constitu- 
tion and American history.

I was sorely tempted to 
move the car a few feet, block 
the mountain road completely 
and let the Shizuoka Prefecture 
Government brush the car out 
of their hair. 

The Shizuoka Prefecture Gov- 
ernment is the recipient of large 
sums of money brought in by 
the multitudes of tourists visit- 
ing the many hot spring and 
other resorts abounding there. 
Perhaps some day an account- 
ing of these monies will be re- 
quired; I hope there will not be 
too many officials embarrassed; 
but in the meantime if the con- 
dition of roads in the Shizuoka 
Prefecture cannot be improved 
may I humbly plead of the Gov- 
ernment there to put a few tow 
trucks on the road to lend as- 
sistance to other miserable and 
hapless drivers when the unex- 
pected occurs and the wrath of 
Fuji-San descends upon their
